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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument that Larsen does 
not disclose a second determination about whether the owner has permission to erase the entire sector in which the partition is located 
using a rule, wherein the rule verifies that the write request does not delete data of an owner other than the owner issuing the write request 
has been considered and is persuasive, though the office action filed 7/9/2008 does not make this assertion. 

Regarding Applicant's argument that Appell does not teach a second determination about whether the owner has permission to erase the 
entire sector in which the partition is located using a rule, wherien the rule verifies that the write request does not delete data of an owner 
other than the owner issuing the write request, it has been considered but is not persuasive. Though Appell teaches privilege rings, Appell 
also teaches segmentation based on address space of each process ("the hardware checks that the address used by a process is part of 
the address space assigned to the process", Column 9 Lines 53-55). The ring protection mechanism is just for additional protection for 
segments shared between processes (Column 9 Line 68 to Column 10 Line 2). Thus, Appell teaches denying access to information using a 
rule that verifies that the write request does not delete data of an owner other than the owner issuing the write request. 
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
